the surface of the metal wiring in contact with the silicone resin layer has a 
surface roughness (Rz) in the range from 0.5 urn to 1 .5 urn and the surface 
roughness on an exposed surface is in the range from 3.0 urn to 8.0 urn, 
and wherein at least one of the surfaces of the wiring pattern is plated with 
zinc.
